DECORATIONS WERE GORGEOUS. 


Color, Lights, Greek Fire, Ionic Pilons, 
Flags Were Everywhere. 
WASHINGTON, March 4.—The city of 
Washington today surpassed itself in the 
quantity and qualify of its street displays | 
in honor of the second inauguration of | 
President McKinley. No gala event in the | 
city’s history has seen such fine and gen-| 
eral decorations. Alcng the line of march, 
from the foot of the capitol to the point | 
of dismissal at the upper end of Pennsy!l- | 
vania avenue there was scarcely a house | 
front that was not almost hidden from view | 
with the red, white and blue bunting. The | 
stands that had been erected from which | 
to view the parade were more highly fin-| 
ished than on any previous occasion. Be- | 
ing the work of the inaugural committee, | 
they are uniform in character and their | 
white fronts and yellow facings acting as '/! 
a foil to the brilliant display of the na- 
tional colors ..om the house fronts around | 
them. The whole route of the parade was 
a gorgeously patriotic sight. But it was! 
at the court of honor, constructed on 
Pennsylvania avenue, between Fifteenth 
and Seventeenth streets, that the decora- 
tions fairly surpassed in pretty and ef- 
fective decoration anything ever before 
seen here in street ornamentation on a 
large scale. Here the scene rivaled that 
of an Italian carnival display in the era 
of the Medici. On the south side of this 
court its length is shaded almost equally 
by the gray old treasury building. massive 
and impressive in its severe simplicity, the 
executive mansion half hidden but gleaming 
snow-white through the surrounding trees, 
and the state, war and navy buildings, 
an artistic pile of granite with row upon 
row of balconies and columns towering 

above all the surrounding buildings. 

On the north side of the court, two sides | 
of its length is occupied by Lafayette | 
square with its equestrian statue of Jack- | 
son set as the central figure in a mass of | 
shrubbery and towering trees.

About the | 
capitals of the pilons and the intersecting | 
peuere were set crowns of frosted electric | 
uulbs, while the spheres that topped the 
pillars were also outlined with incandes- 
cents to aid in the illumination at night.

ABSOLUTE 
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Cuba Must 
Be Made Free. 

We face at this moment a most important 
question—that of the future relations of the 
United States and Cuba. With our near 
neighbars we must remain close friends. 
The declaration of the purposes of this gov- 
ernment in the resolution of April 20, 1898, 
must be made good. 

Ever since the evacuation by the army of 
Spain the executive, with all practicable 


speed, has been assisting its people in the 
successive steps necessary to the estab- 
lishment of a free and independent govern- 
ment prepared to assume and perform the 
obligations of international law, which now 
rest upon the United States under the 
treaty of Paris. The convention elected by 
the people to frame a constitution is ap- 
proaching the completion of its labor. The 
transfer. of American control to the new 
gsovernment is of such great importance, 
involving an obligation resulting from our 
intervention, and the treaty of peace that 
[ am glaé@ to be advised by the recent act 
of Congress of the policy which the legisla- 
tive branch of the government deems es- 
sential to the best ‘interests of Cuba and 
the United States. 

The principles which led to our inter- 
vention require that the fundamental law 
upon which the new government rests 
should be adapted to secure a government 
capable of performing the duties and dis- 
charging the functions of a separate na- 
tion, of observing its international obliga- 
tions, of protecting life and property, in- 
suring order, safety and liberty and con- 
forming to the established and historical 
policy of the United States in its rela- 
tion to Ctba. 

The peace which we are pledged to leave 
to the Cuban people must carry with it 
the guarantees of permanence. We be 
came sponsors for the pacifiicattion of the 
island and we remain accountable to the 
Cubans, no-less than to our own country 
and people, for the reconstruction of Cuba 
asa free commonwealth on abiding founda- 
tions of right, justice, liberty and assured 
order. Our enfranchisement of the people 
will not be completed until free Cuba 
shall “‘be a reality, not a name; a perfect 
entity, not a hasty experiment bearing 
within itself the elements of failure.” 


A Word About 

the Philippines. 

While the treaty of peace with Spain 
was ratified Feb. 6, 1899, and ratifications 
were exchanged nearly two years ago, the 
Congress has indicated no form of govern- 
ment for the Philippine Islands. It has, 
however, provided an army to enable the 
executive to suppress insurrection, restore 
peace, give security to the inhabitants and 
establisn the authority of the United 
States throughout the archipelago. It has 
authorized the organization of native troops 


as auxiliary to the regular force. 
It has been advised from time to time 
of the acts of the military and naval of-| 
ficers in the islands, of my action in ap- 
pointing civil commissions, of the instruc- 
tions with which they were charged, of 
their duties and powers, of their recom- 
mendations and of-the several acts under 
executive commission, together with the 
very complete general information they 
have submitted. These reports fully set 
forth the conditions, past and present, in 
the islands, and the instructions clearly 
show the principles which will guide the 
executive until the Congress shall, as {t 
fis required to do by the treaty, determine

Editor Four Hours 


AGAINST TUGS FULL STEAM 


WAS GOTTEN ALMOST TO SHORE 
WHEN IT BEGAN ANOTHER 
FIGHT. 


After an Hour’s Work It Was Landed 
and Found to Weigh in the Neigh- 
borhood of 1100 Pounds. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FORT MYERS, Fla., March 4.—Alfred 
Harmsworth, editor of the London Mall. 
has just returned from a thrilling four 
hours’ fight with a monster of the sea. He 
and his party are cruising in the waters 
about Boca Grande. He had two small 
schooners and a steamer to tow them. 
Sharks and other large ‘“‘game"’ abound. 

While cruising toward the deep water 
Hiarmsworth saw a school of porpoises. He 
told the pilot to steer toward them. 

When in the midst of the school a bfg fel- 
lew came close to the boat. Harmsworth 
was armed with a sharp harpoon and 
hurled the weapon into the back of the por- 
poise up to the hilt. 

In an instant the fish started off with 
flying leaps, the line attached to the har- 


xcon running out with frightful rapidity. 

Vhen its length was reached the fish was 
thrown back half out of the water, while 
the shock on the boat nearly threw Harms- 
worth down. 

‘Full speed astern,’’ was the order given. 
The big fish recovered and attempted to 
start off again. It was a novel and inter- 
esting tug-of-war, fish against steam. For 
full three minutes the tension was even 
and then the fish prevailed and he began 
to pull the boat against its full steam pow- 
er. He ran off seaward for several miles 
and -cthen doubled. He circled around the 
boat, ran oO sideway. and tried various 
tricks to get rid of the cruel prongs in his 
back, but in vain. He pulled the boat about 
without trouble and seemed tireless. For 
over three hours was this struggle waged. 

linally the fish gave in and the boat be- 
gan to tow in toward shore. When close 
to the beach another furious struggle was 
begun, which lasted nearly an hour. Final- 
ly. by tackles placed on shore, the big fel- 
low was hauled high and dry, when its 
struggles ceased. It was cut up and some 
of the natives will boil it down. From cal- 
culations made Mr. Harmsworth estimated 
that it weighed about 1100 pounds. 

Last week they caught a big shark after 
fighting it for an hour. It had followed 
the schooner for hours and the ladies were 
rather frightened at its persistence, hence 
its capture was decided upon.
